Leslie B. Henry of Pasadena justi- 
I fled his popularity as a speaker by 
\ making ordinarily abstruse economic 
| subjects not only understandable but 
I decidedly entertaining. Mr. Henry is 
| manager of the Pasadena Branch of 
i Blyth Witter & Co., and is district 
president of the Kiwanis Clubs. 

German Investments 

Mr. Henry spoke briefly on three 
different topics, involving Germany, 
America, and California. Opportun¬ 
ities for buying German property ri¬ 
diculously cheap have been widely dis¬ 
cussed. Many people are puzzled by 
the statement that you con buy a Ber¬ 
lin office building costing $200,000 for 
$1,000 American money. The explana¬ 
tion is simple. Fixed property repre¬ 
sents the only means or guarantee of 
Germany ever making reparation pay¬ 
ments. The difference between the ac¬ 
tual value of such property and the 
price you pay for it, represents the 
liability you assume against the rep¬ 
arations settlements. In other words 
if you buy that $200,000 building for 
$1,000 you assume a mortgage esti¬ 
mated at $199,000. 

The American problem Mr. Henry 
descirbed as the necessity for avoid¬ 
ing currency inflation similiar to that 
suffered by European natioins, with 
particular reference to the American 
farmer

Subscriptions to the Boy Scout 
budget fund which were made at the 
recent Boy Scout dinner should be 
made at once to secretary Floyd of the 
Chamber of Commerce.

Settlement of the sanitarium con¬ 
troversy by litigation was delayed 
again on Wednesday when the hearing 
on the test case was set over until 
April 19. In the test case the Snyder 
Sanitarium people sought a writ of 
mandate to compel the city to issue 
a building permit for a unit of their 
sanitarium on Grove Street. On Wed¬ 
nesday the counsel for the city of Si¬ 
erra Madre filed their answer, speci¬ 
fying as grounds for refusal that the 
proposed location is within the district 
restricted against sanitariums by Or¬ 
dinance No. 24, and also that such an 
institution in that location would be 
a menace to public health. 

The pleadings in writing were re¬ 
ceived by the court and the case set 
ahead to the date named.

He retired in the best of spirits and 
within a few minutes after saying 
good night, apparently succumbed to 
some weakness of the heart. 

Mr. Stanley was a native of Con¬ 
necticut and a member of an old New 
England family, among whom were 
the founders of the Stanley Tool 
works. As a young man he went to 
Kansas were he spent his active years 
fanning and raising fine live stock. 
Theue he married the daughter of 
Professor Ephraim Miller of the Uni¬ 
versity of Kansas and there they 
brought up their family. Later they 
removed to Independence, Mo., and 
then to California, having resided in 
Sierra Madre about three years. 

Funeral services were conducted on 
Thursday at the Allen T. Gay chapel 
by Dean William C. Shaw, who read 
the service and spoke briefly but with 
impressive feeling of his departed 
friend. He said that while Mr. Stan¬ 
ley's life in Sierra Madre had not 
placed him largely in the public eye, 
yet he occupied a place in the mind 
and heart of the community by rea¬ 
son of his genial, kindly manner, the 
helpful spirit which he manifested to | 
those about him and the respect which 
was found to be due his opinion.

NEXT TUESDAY 


There is no use issuing more 
currency to make the farmers think 
they are getting more money for their 
wheat, if the dollar’s purchasing power 
will be reduced correspondingly. The 
value of farm products will depend 
upon the market for them. The Amer¬ 
ican tariff having cut off our principal 
markets outside of this country, we 
have a surplus of wheat and other 
products. The price falls and the 
farmer cannot meet his obligations. 
Two things were pointed out as nec¬ 
essary remedies: First, an economic 
agreement with foreign nations which 
1 will permit them to buy our surplus 
with the things they have to pay with, 
ami second, additional provision for 
expanding federal credit to aid the 
farmers on a sound basis, rather than 
to permit more speculative hoarding. 

The California problem Mr. Henry 
considered was that of the proposed 
cut in budget allowance for the state 
railroad commission. He said that 
commission was the only’ protection 
the public has against unfair treat¬ 
ment of the public by the public ser¬ 
vice corporations, and unfair govern¬ 
mental treatment of the corporations. 
Without going into details as to the 
requirements, he argued the state 
should finance the commission most 
liberally, to enable it to hire the best 
engineering and accounting talent a- 
vailable. While he had opposed the 
water and power act last year, he did
